Shumaker, 
superintendent of the Indiana Anti. 
Saloon League, lias issued a s ta te ­ 
ment to clarify the atm osphere 
re ­ 
garding the medicinal whiskey pro ­ 
vision of tin* Indiana bone dry law, 
which was attac k ed recently bv A t ­ 
torney General Gilliom, in his plea 
to Governor Ed. Jac k so n asking him 
to u s e his influence in having 
the 
section of the law prohibiting, the 
use of whiskey as medicine repealed. 
Mr. Shum aker makes clear 
that 
neither the Antt-Saloon League nor 
the W oman’s Christian Temperance 
Union initiated the idea of 
doing 
a w av with whiskey in the state dry 
law for use as medicine. 
“ And I wish to 
make 
another 
m a tte r clear, which Attorney Gener­ 
al Gilliom docs not 
seem to 
have 
learned',” savs the statement, “ and 
this is that the codification a c t of 
11125, commonly 
known as 
the 
Wright bone dry law, simply copied 
what \\a> already in tin* 1917 
dry 
law in prohibiting the use of 
a n y­ 
thing' but pure grain alcohol for me­ 
dicinal purposes.” 
The statement goes on to say that 
it was upon the advice and request 
of such unquestioned authorities as 
the lute Dr. J. N. Ilurty of the state 
board of health, of

state chemist, of members of

Indiana board of pharmacy, of o f­

state, that the state of Indiana in 
1017 enact an anti-liquor 
ra the r 
than an anti-saloon 
law. 
They 
wanted this done fo r two 
reasons, 
namely: To prevent an unscrupulous 
class o f druggists and also an un ­ 
ethical class o f 
physicians 
from 
sellin g 
and 
prescribing 
bootleg 
whiskey, which was then being done 
in communities which had voted out 
saloons. They also urged this 
pro­

be obtained in pure grain

WASHINGTON—The scope of 
“Coolidge economy’’ has per­ 
haps only begun to be realized. 
The 
president’s 
policies 
of 
thrift ase effectively aided by the 
fact that no one likes to dun him 
for a bill. 
Of course, the presi­ 
dent figures quite innocently in 
this situation, for he undoubtedly 
is glad to square all personal as 
well as political and governmental 
accounts, but the fact remains 
that no one cares to press the 
chief ex ecutive for payment. 
It is in such a predicament that 
the Senate postoffice has found 
itself for several years, ever since 
Mr. Coolidge. as vice president, 
was the Senate’s presiding officer. 
As a matter of fact, the presi­ 
dent only owes a cent— as the re 
suit of a letter that required a 
postage due stamp— but the Sen 
ate postoffice is very -particular 
about those things and you can 
just bet that if any mere senator 
owed that penny he would long 
ago have been dunned for it and 
forced to pay up. 
Sometimes 
senators owe the 
postoffice as 
much as 85 or 9 0 cents in postage 
due charges, but they always have 
to settle by the time their terms 
ex pire. 
The Senate postoffice doesn’t 
admit that it still has that cent 
coming from the president, but the 


fact is learned o n unquenchable 
autho rity , and if o ne o f the o ffice 
fo rce were to take the penny fro m 
his own po cket and thro w it into 
the cash till it wo uld be illegal o r 
something. 
Furthermore, if President Cool­ 
idge remains in office as long as 
many think he will, the compound 
interest on that sum, by the time 
he retires, will amount to a small 
fortune.

THE Senate postoffice is still re­

Neighbors, 
notably the Rev. C. S. Harrison , of 
York, Neb., who told of the incident, 
gave him what care they could. It 
was three days before 
the doctor

Lindbergh was back hewing away at 
the forests, swinging an axe with his 
left arm—not to be defeated fn his 
purpose.

As to Lindbergh's father, much is 


written in contemporary history. He 
spent his boyhood attending common 
schools and gave much time to hunt- 
ing, fishing and life in the open.

Michigan and -began the practice of 
law. 


He rode into congress in 1906 in
